The ability to learn, 
they say. does not d^ninish a.pprt-r:ably until jrtea old age. and those beyond 
the average student's age find their brains reluctant to rtspcr.d simply be- 
cause they never practice with liera. 

This I: trse of the facalty-o! memcry particularly. A school education 
at present ii Httlî more than one long memory training. Nowadays children 
at an caHtd vpon so much io repeat their :«son» parrot- fashion, but the 
exaccise of memory, rprta.; over s larger ar«a, ar.i cot used to perceptibly; is 
stiS predominart. This is crJy right— for children to about thirteen 
years of age, too young to have aay aptitude inclination to reason. But

What the major object v* of thn 
Revue should bo has always been n 
controversial subject amongst iho per- 
sonnel of p.V't executives, but, for tho 
most part, the laM throo college shows 
have been character sod by tho dealro 
;o accomplish something really worth 
ivh Je and art 1st V. lu add tlou to mer- 
ely serving; up a yearly ontorta ntnent 
to the student body. Unfortunately, 
through no fault of those who had the 
progress of Revues at heart, the al- 
mighty dollar has predominated in tho 
product on of tlie-so McGill shows, and 
the eagerness ot' the >tudent executive 
to coin money has, it cannot be den ed, 
m'lltated aga nst the cstabl shlnfT of 
a firm basis on wh'ch to bu Id the fu- 
ture college produet'ons. 

Short-sighted student coune'ls are 
net altogether unheard of things, and 
councils that wouid rather be cred t- 
ed w ta a favorable t'inanc'al sheet 
when the aaaua! students' toe oty 
meeting ro'ls round, than with a sub- 
stantially less cred t statement but. aa 
a result, a firmer orjanisatlon that 
will contribute large amounts in fu- 
ture years, cannot be clnsaod as any 
thing but ehort-s'ghtcd. Admittedly 
the Revue could be made a means of 
addhg to the coffers a very help- 
ful manner, but it s'.ittds to reason 
that the more money invested at tho 
Inceptioa of aa orgaaisat'on, the more 
cash will bt forthcomhg Inter on. 
This has not been tbe cam 'n Rod and 
Whi'.A Rsyut-8 of the past few years. 
The ex">:utiv< in whom is vetted tho 
r»spor.rlhi!'ty of the production, has 
always been warned at tho outlet that 
eip'^nse must be tho very possihie m n- 
mum; that some oxecut'vei arc 
Jealous of the welfare of r.tudent fi- 
nances as much as the counc I Itself 
If, might have done much for tile Ko- 
vuee to çonie, had it been In their 
power to' do so. 

At my ritr. if jt v. agreed LI there 
i» a specific place for an art «1 c Htti- 
dent product'on that w 11 emhracii thn 
theatr ca! side of Bliidcnt life, then auoli 
a product'on should \*: glvtiii unlininp'i- 
red rihcouragement to beconio firmly 
embedded ha <i permanent organiza- 
tion.

At the present time the lied and 
U*h to Urn-tie Is not one whit farther 
ahead than it was when S d and Hank 
started out four years ago. It may be 
asked, and why this state of affairs? 
The answer will be obvious to any- 
one associated with this show u tho 
past. Time and again it has been sug- 
gested that a permanent organization, 
based on a wr'tten constitution, should 
be formed to handle the annual stu- 
dent production. T mo and aga n, It 
has been suggested that the out-go- 
ing executive should appoint succe». 
Sors, and appoint them In the spring, 
so that a moro sttidoni will not be ex- 
pected to accomplish wonders in the 
short space of three months.

But it should be realized 
that, when you look at. a Red and 
White Revue on a f rst night you are 
looking at one f n'shed pl«co that has 
been made up of many varied pieces. 
Tho producer conceives a type of re- 
vue; that revue demands lite wrlt.'ng of 
Hk is, compoH'ng of music and lyrics 
creation of (lances and trn'n'ng of 
snine, detuning and pulnt'ng of sr.s- 
nery and ntitslu plots ami tho blend- 
ng ut all of thes's Into one, easily run 
revue.
